Board of Health Complains to Coun- 


cil of Bad Surface. Drainage. 


There Seems to Be Little Work for tho 


Health Oillclals iu These Days of Gen- 


eral Goot! Health—Remarkable Low 


Death Rate for the Year—Health 


Olllcer Must Vaccinate Iliui- 


self—Tax on Hucksters 


Proposed. 


The board of health was iu session 


only half an hour Monday evening. 
Present wore Messrs. Blake, 
Jack, 


Rickey, Webb, City Physician Rardin 
and President Row. 


Mr. Jack, of the sauitary committee, 


represented the city in good sauitary 
conditions. 


Market Master 
Swander 
reported 


eleven markets during tho mouth, with 
an atteudauce of 318 stands. 
He 


thought there were too many hucksters, 
and 
recommended as a remedy that 


they be compelled to take up a liceuse. 
The danger of typhoid fever on account 
of improper surface drainage was re- 
ferred to with a recommendation that 
the sewerage outlets at the head of 
Washington aud Conrt streets be re- 
paired so that ashes, etc., can be 
dumped over the bank. 


Ou motion of Mr. Blake, it was ex- 


pressed as the senso of tho board that 
council give attention to the matter of 
better surface drainage in the low- 
lying 'portions of the city. 


City Physician Rardiii did not think 


there was as much danger from tho 
poor surfa'ce drainage as in our drink- 
ing water. 
Cisterns should he care- 


fully inspected to see that no organic 
matter finds its way into them. 


On motion of Mr. Blake, the health 


officer was ordered to vaccinate himself 
so that he might be prepared to handle 
a case of small-pox, should the city be 
so unfortunate as to get a case on hand. 
Dr. Rardin called attention to 
the 


small percentage of people who have 
been vaccinated. He thought not more 
than forty per cent of them had taken 
this precautionary measure. 


Eighteen deaths for tho month wore 


reported. 
The mortality report for the 


year represented one death a mouth per 
thousand population. 
This is a re- 


markable low mortality. 


City Physician Rardiii reported the 


city very free from 
sickness. 
Ten 


visits had been made to tho sick and 
eight prescriptions written at tho ex- 
pense of the city. 


There was no miscellaneous business 


before the board, aud after allowing 
the schedule, -the board adjourned.

£he BUII now shines. 


5¥e have nowadays much speculation 


-and philosophizing in respect to Cuba, 
with little general information touch- 
ing the roal facts in regard to the 
island. 
The island's indebtedness of 


£200,000,000—estimated in 
1894—is 


aiow undoubtedly greatly beyond thnt 
•sum. 
If Spain should triumph in tho 


ipresent war, there is no doubt thivt the 
Madrid 
government 
would 
add 


•enormously to this On ban debt, upon 
fihe theory that Cuba having danced, 
Should "pay the fiddler." Within the 
past two years Spain has incurred a 
'.&&bt of well nigh §100,000,000 in order 
itoiprosaouto tho present war, and it is 
not at all likely that she would absolve 
i-Ottba from all of this obligation iu the 


• event of tho suppression of the insur- 
<rection. With Spain triumphant, there- 
fore, wo may fairly count on a Oubau 
.debt.of not less than §300,000,000 upon 
itheiEox'c accounting. 


Notwithstanding tho crippled condi- 


tion which Cuba sutlers from genera- 
tions of oppression, the island under 
normal circumstances exports annually 
native goods of tho value of $89,000,- 
000, chiefly to tho United States, and 
imports tho value of $50,000,000. Those 
1 figures fall short during the present 


;year for obvious reasons, but may 
reasonably bo expected to bo soon dupli- 
cated. They show tho importance of 
the island froui a commercial point of 
vviow and indicate what 
that 
im- 


rnortanoo might bo if nature and native 
industry wore pormitlod to fulfill thoir 
legitimate mission on the island. 


Cuba has twenty-two cities 
and 


towns, none of which enjoys anything 
Jike modern development. Their popu- 
lation is in tho mnin of legitimate 
.Spanish and other European descent, 
from which the negro and mulatto 
element is rapidly being eliminated, 
although yet a factor of undoubted 
aorionsucss. 
Tho island has an area of 


43,319 square miles, and a coast lino 
of about 2,000 miles.

Jones, of Arkansas, and Teller, of Col- 
orado, have had agents at work ever 
since the result of the election was an- 
nounced, investigating and gathering 
facts to be used in the speeches they in- 
tend to make. 


No gold Democrat nominated by 


President Cleveland to hold an office 
from which a silver man was removed 
will be confirmed, unless the silver 
senators change their minds.

agreement was reached by them after 
mature deliberation. 
If the offices are 


to be held by gold men, they prefer 
that they shall be gold Republicans 
selected by McKinley.

culent Is Largely Grown.

Kalamazoo celery is so well known in 


every part of this country thafc the 
name is used for all the better kinds of 
celery, and, like "Blue Point oysters" 
and "Little Keck chims," the guarantee 
contained in the name sells the article 
"to the exclusion of other brands. The 
excellence of this celery is said to be 
due to tbree things—good seed, dark, 
heavy soil, and care in growing and 
bleaching it. Careful packing might bo 
added. But as any gardener can select 
good seed and give the plants good 
culture, Kalamazoo must excel in tho 
soil or better natural conditions as a 
celery region. 


' The celery meadows are just outside 


of the town of Kiilnmnzoo, north and 
Eouth of the city, and surrounded by 
Iiills, divided crosswise bjr a high ridge, 
on which the houses are built. 
The 


meadows are about three miles long 
and a mile wide. These bottom lands 
are not common fanning lands, but aro 
composed of a peculiar form of blade 
imicfc, the result of vegetable decompo- 
sition, and formerly they were so rich 
that no fertilizers were needed. 
Not 


more than a dozen years ago very little 
celery was raised on these meadows, 
and none for shipment-to other mar- 
kets. Joseph Dunkly, the florist, was 
one of the pioneers in the industry, 
recognizing the peculiar value of the 
muck soil for celery. He owned one 
of the earliest celery farms, and it is 
reported that he amassed a fortune 
from the business before it was injured 
by competition. 


in recent years tho output has been 


fio enormous that prices have dropped 
from 20 to 10 cents per' dozen, and 
many growers have been complaining. 
The. seasons of 1802-93 were compara- 
lively poor ones, and a number of the 
growers left, their farms to engage in 
the same business in the suburbs of 
New Yorlc, but they soon returned to 
their home town. 
The growers are 


nearly all Hollanders, nnd they live in 
dwellings on their 
small 
holdings, 


which generally consist of from five to 
ten acres. They are a frugal, indus- 
trious race, and they ndopt the most 
advanced system of intensive farming. 
Tive acres here easily support an or- 
dinary Holland family, and (here is no 
doubt but the head of it saves moncjr. 


The city of Kalamo/oo is one of tho 


prettiest in the country, and it owes 
not a little of this to the industry of the 
celery growers. The amount of celery 
shipped from the city varies from year 
to year, but a conservative estimate 
places the average quantity nt CO tons 
per day from July 1 to January 1. This I 


-rWonld mean about 3,000,000 dozen, anil 
'nt ten cents per 
dozen, this would 


amount to $300,000. As this is a very low 
estimate, ojip is almost safe in saying

The first, planting 
is made early, and as. this celery must 
lie- bleached with boards it. is an in- 
iorior grade. The old saying is that 
celery i.s not fit to ent u n t i l a f t e r tho. 
first frost, and in a sense this is inie, 
Init modern conditions of our markets 
demand that celery shall be rrndv for 
ijse all the year round. The southern 


^"growers send it north early in sum- 


mer, and since people will buy (his veg- 
etables out of season, the Kalama/oo 
growers bogin to send their product to 
the cities much earlier than iiv^ years 
ago. 


_i J ^"ic question of profit in eelory grow-\ 


ing is H disputed one. and like straw- 
berry farming there- arc Mom-s current, 
of farmers making $300 ppr aero, while 
others claim t h a t if they make !?.">0 per 
acre they are doing -.veil.

I'.ut even so. cheap 
labor must be employed to make the 
farm pay anything like $:!00 or SiOO per 
acre. Hero in Kalamazoo. the grow- 
ers believe that. ?!00 and $200 per acre 
is a good profit, nnd a man with ten 
seres of soil need not suffer great I v 
with such an income. Six voars ago the 
fcame land could have made profits of 
S-IOO per acre. but. then the growers 
were receiving just twice, as much for 
their celerv as they are lo-dav.—X V 
Tost.
